The request does not represent sound zoning practices. The 
Plan Commission and staff have, in recent years, discouraged 
the rezoning of property in sound residential neighborhoods 
such as this, in order to preserve their residential 
character and deterioration which could come about as a 
result of non-residential intrusions. 

We are not opposed to this type of development, as presented by 
this petitioner, however, we feel that it should be located in an 
area which the Commission has set aside for non-residential 
uses. Within a block of Mr. Sheets present location, there 
is a half block of vacant commercial land, therefore we suggest 
that he pursue his development plans on this half block rather 
than encroach in an "Rl" district, and further, that Mr. Sheets 
revert the building that is now being used as his place of 
business, back to a garage which is what the building permit 
specifies the building will be used for.
